THE ISLAMIC FOREIGN MINISTERS' MEETING IN JIDDA RESOLVED

3. TURKS STILL NOT SATISFIED 

LATE JULY 15 AMBASSADOR MACOMBER DELIVERED PRESIDENT 
FORD'S LETTER TO FOREIGN MINISTER CAGLAYANGIL WHO, AFTER 
SEEING DEMIREL, TOLD MACOMBER HE AND THE PRIME MINISTER 
ARE GRATEFUL FOR THE US EFFORTS BUT ARE DISAPPOINTED 
THAT THE LETTER CONTAINED NO NEW ELEMENT. THE FOREIGN 
MINISTER EXPRESSED HIS GOVERNMENT'S VIEWS THAT: 

-THE FRASER AMENDED BILL IS UNACCEPTABLE, BUT 
NOTHING BETTER IS LIKELY TO EMERGE FROM THE 
CONGRESS. 

-THE GOVERNMENT WOULD BE UNDER GREAT CRITICISM IF 
IT RENEGED ON ITS COMMITMENT TO TAKE STEPS AGAINST 
THE US PRESENCE IF CONGRESS FAILS TO ACT DEFINI- 
TIVELY BY JULY 17. 

MACOMBER EMPHASIZED THAT ANY ADVERSE GOT ACTION NOW 
WOULD JEOPARDIZE CONGRESS'S FINAL DECISION AND SUG- 
GESTED TALKS COULD BE STARTED ON THE 17TH WITH ANY 
ACTIONS OR DECISIONS BEING DEPENDENT, HOWEVER, ON 
CONGRESSIONAL ACTION. CAGLAYANGIL SAID THAT DEMIREL 
WOULD REVIEW CURRENT DEVELOPMENTS WITH THE NSC AND THE 
CABINET ON JULY 16 AND ADDED THAT HE COULD NOT ANTICI-

4. PANAMA CANAL: PRESSURE ABATES BUT PROBLEM CONTIN- 
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EMBASSY PANAMA REPORTS THAT AS A RESULT OF HIS SESSIONS 
WITH STUDENTS AND COMMUNITY REPRESENTATIVES, THE 
PRESSURES ON TORRIJOS HAVE BEEN SOMEWHAT RELIEVED. THE 
EMBASSY ALSO OBSERVES THAT: 

-CONTRARY TO ITS INITIAL IMPRESSION THAT THE 
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STUDENTS HAD NOT BEEN GIVEN DETAILED INFORMATION 
ON US AND PANAMANIAN NEGOTIATING POSITIONS, THE 
STUDENT COMMUNIQUE OF JULY 14 INDICATES THAT 
DETAILS WERE IN FACT REVEALED. 

-THE GOP'S PUBLIC STANCE IS THAT THE US HAS A 
COMMITMENT TO CONTINUE NEGOTIATIONS, MOST RECENTLY 
REAFFIRMED BY SECRETARY KISSINGER, AND THE NEGOTI- 
ATIONS WILL GO ON. 

EMBASSY COMMENT: ALTHOUGH TORRIJOS HAS SUCCESSFULLY 
GOTTEN OVER THE ACUTE PHASE OF THIS CRISIS PROVOKED BY 
THE SNYDER AMENDMENT, THE LONG-TERM MANAGEMENT OF THE 
SLOW OR STALLED NEGOTIATIONS REMAINS HIS MAJOR CONCERN. 
CONCURRENTLY WITH THEIR PUBLIC EFFORTS TO MAINTAIN 
CALM, THE GOP LEADERSHIP IS HOLDING A SERIES OF SECRET 
MEETINGS TO DETERMINE THEIR FUTURE COURSE OF ACTION IN

MPLA TROOPS HAVE REASSERTED CONTROL OVER LUANDA AND ARE

-SUBSTANTIAL NUMBERS OF FNLA TROOPS HAVE SUR- 
RENDERED THEIR WEAPONS TO THE PORTUGUESE AND 
EITHER SOUGHT PROTECTION OR FLED. 

-FOREIGN MINISTER ANTUNES IS ON THE SCENE AND 
ATTEMPTING TO ARRANGE CONVERSATIONS AMONG THE 
THREE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, BUT KEY FNLA LEADERS 
HAVE FLED THE CITY. 
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CONSULATE LUANDA REPORTS THE ATTITUDE OF MOST LUANDESE, 
THE GREAT MAJORITY OF WHOM ARE PRO-MPLA, IS ONE OF 
RELIEF THAT THE LATEST CATACLYSM IS OVER AND THAT THE 
FNLA NO LONGER REPRESENTS A THREAT TO THE PEACE OF THE
